Electric tractors were used for the first time in 19^8 
at the "Zarya* Kolkhoz, Achitskiy Rayon. This year eleotrio tractors are 
operating at 11 kolkhozes of Boloyarekiy Rayon.

Canal and the j3ugun’ reservoir. 

TU 9 Ary s’ -Turkestan Canal will irrigate 40,000 hectares of land and 
will radically change the natural conditions in Frunzenskiy, Turks etansH” 
CLayanbvakiy, Slir.ul 1 Gorskiy, and ArysBkiy rayons. The irrigated area will 
he covered with cotton plantations, orchards, vineyards, and forest belts. 

Clie Buglin' reservoir is to hold 360 million cubic meters of water and will 
. irrigate 15,000 hectares. 

Further development of the Gclodnaya Stepne is prpgreesing. The total 
length of canale in this region is over 3,^00 kilometers , 

In Dzhanbul Oblast, cc*~ ruction of the Tors -Ash chibulakskiy reservoir 
has begun. A dam which in l£ kilometers long and 30 meters high, Will con- 
fine the water cf the TSrs v.iver and preserve it for sumner irrigation* 

All earth work in this location is being mechanized, Tho water reservoir 
will make it possible to irrigate many thousand hectares of land for sugar- 
beet planting in Dzhaxubulskiy, Sverdlovskiy and Talaaskiy rayons . 

KAZAKHSTAN SEEKS NEW PASTURES -- Kazakhotanskaya Pravda, Wo 113, 5.S Jun 49 

A vast part of Kazakhstan is covered with steppes. There are many 
unexplored regions, where millions of heads of cattle could be grazing* 

Ike Republic Pasture Development Trust has begun exploring regions in 
Betpak-Dole, Sary-Arka, on the Ust’-Urt nlateau and adjoining spring and 
summer n.« stores, the Kara-Kumy deser* near .ral S«a; and the Uygurakiy, 

Kegenekiy, and Chilikskiy rayons of Alma-Ata Oblast. 

Three expeditions have left for the deserts and steppes. They consist 
of geobotanista, hydrotechnologista, hydrogeologiste, and land-development 
experte. They will explore 21 millipn hectars of pasture lands during the 
sumner, which is four times as much as last year. The expeditions vill deter- 
mine the reserves and botanic composition of fodder grass, and the depth at 
which unde rgr our d water is found. According to thq% findings, plans will 
be made for practical land utilization and pasture irrigation.

SCIENTISTS STUDY SIBERIAN AGRICULTURE -- Sovetekaya Sibir*, No 88, 6 May 49 

Since the August 1948 session of VASKhNIL, the work of the astern 
Siberia!. Affiliate o** the Academy of Sciences USSR an** its branohee — the 
Medioal Biology Institut- rd the Central Siberiar Botanical Garden -- has 
undergone decisive changes. 

The Institute has been.xeformed to include an agricultural sector and 
a forestry sector; a sector of reclamation and Soil science is not being 
organized. The Institute has strengthened its relations with leading kolkhozes 
and sovkhozes in Novosibirsk Oblast. Regular weekly Kiohurln seminars are 
held for the Instituted workers and monthly Miohurin studies have been organized 
for biologists in the city. All scientific research after August session was 
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directed toward further development of Mlchurin biology and science, ae 
applied directly to Siberia. Monographs and crop maps of the Eulunda Steppe 
and Kemerovo Oblast have been drawn. Monographs of Novosibirsk Oblast, t M 
southern part of Altay Eray, the Tuva Autonomous Oblast and parts of Krasno- 
yarsk Kray are new being made. A 11 WGrk Ms been done in close oonneotion 
with agriculture 1 organizations. The geobotanical regicnalixatlc© and mapping 
of Siberia will provide the necessary material for correct planning of forest 
shelter belts, for distribution of agricultural crops by region, and for culti- 
vation of perennial grasses. 

A new line of work on the meadows of Siberia is now being developed and 
will Indicate the distribution of grass types in various Siberian reglane and 
should aid in developing plans to impro'« i the neadons for animal husbandry 
purposes. The vitamin content of various fodder grassas according to region 
Is also being studied. 

Very important principles on the accumulation of vitamins, as it depends 
on outward environmental conditions such as soil. sea levpl, £*“ 

discovered/ More than 60 crop species have been studied for Vitamin C content 
and a number of valuable types have been discovered. More than 100 spepies 
have been studied for carotin oontent ydth the discovery that tht greatest 
csrftfcin content is in leguidnous crops, priHBrily in vetohling, which oontains 
3 - V tines more carotin than is found in carrota. 

Kow research on the subject "Discovery of ifethode of Increasing th& S©ed 
Productivity of Lucerne Under Siberian Conditions" has bean started* Another 
important work, "Study of the Systems of Storing Seed Grain under Siberian 
Conditions" has also baen started* The problem of shelter belts is being 
handled in the work, "Regionalization of Tree Species in Forest Eslts Jn 
Novosibirsk Oblast end Altay Hray." 

A oomplex exneditiOflR of botanists, agronomists, forestry exports, soil 
scientists, and zoologists Ms been planned for Juno in the mail' regions or 
southern Baraba and Eulunda In an effort to work out the above problem and 
assist kolkhozos in introducing crop rotation. 

The institute has six;active members and three competitive meabere of 
the Society for Dissemination of Political and Scientific Knowledge. **ch 
of these members, during a 7-month period, Ms «iven 10 or 20 lectures on 
Mlchurin biology, crop rotation, and other related problems.
